,And until the busses quit running 
on Euclid Avenue that was enough 
for her ‘‘to get by on,”” But now 

¢she must take a cab to visit her 
doctor twice each month, The two 
cab trips cost $12, She could 

‘ride the bus for $1.40, Thus her 
monthly expenses have increased 

«by more than ten per cent with 
no place to get the extra money 
except from County Welfare, 





When the O-U busline discon- 
tinued service on Euclid Ave- 
nue between Ontario and Upland 
several weeks ago, it barely drew 
a nod from the two, three, and 
four-car families ofthe twocom- 
munities, 


*“The notice to discontinue ser- 
vice was duly published,’’ a 
spokesman for the State Public 
Utilities Commission said, “‘but 
not one protest was received,”’ 


Even if the senior citizens and 
the low income families who are 
hardest hit because the busses 
have stopped running had read 
the public notice and had wanted to 
protest at a public hearing, many 
would have had no way to get 
there, 


“Many senior citizens relied 
on that Euclid Avenue bus as 
their only means of transporta- 
tion,’’ said Wilbur J. Shourds,

The request for a CUP had 
“failed to carry at the August 2 
council meeting when it was dead- 
ocked in a two to two vote with 
ouncilman Max Hawkins absent, 
It came up again on the August 
46 agenda after petitioner Arnold 


Anderson asked for a ful! council 
vote, 

Councilman Ronald Rossitter 
was not warm to the proposed fa- 
cility because he did not like 
those “‘ugly square buildings,’’ 
that you see on Foothill Boule- 
vard, 


A Tastee Products representa- 
tive quickly producedé a color 
photograph of an existing facility 
constructed in the A-frame de- 
sign, The council decided it was 
“aesthetically acceptable,” and 
granted the CUP, 

Thomas D, Harris, chairman 
of the Upland Architectural Com- 
mission, does not think so, 

When the site plan was pre- 
sented io the Architectural Com- 
mission Sept, 2, Harris said he 
felt that the proposed building 
design ‘“‘would clobber the eye 
of the beholder,”’ 


The Commission voted unani- 
mously to ask Tautee Products 
to ‘‘develop a new design con- 
cept of a building and landscap- 
ing at this site in order to con- 
tribute to the image of an at- 
tractive Upland,’’ 


A spokesman for Tastee Pro- 
ducts said a new site plan willbe 
presented to the Architectural 
Commission ‘‘and hopefully it 
will be what they want,

president of the Fun-Aftrer-Fifty

The one ray of hope on the 
horizon is a California Assem- 


bly Bill to create revenue for 
local transportation needs 
through gasoline sales tax, 

Elwin Alder, city manager, 


said the city staff is watching 
the billc tonaly. If and when money 
for local transportation becomes 
available, he said the cities of 
Upland and Ontario will study the 
possibility of operating their own 
busline between the cities or con- 
tracting bus service from the 
Southern California Rapid Tran- 
sit District, 

Without gasoline sales tax 
money from Sacramento it is not 
likely that the RTD will ever run 
a bus between Ontario and Up- 
land even though at one time they 
did try to buy the O-U busline, 

An RTD spokesman said most 
expansion of service is being 
done in Los Angeles County be- 
cause of L, A, County sales tax 
monies being diverted to the 
RTD for public transportation, 
“‘We are doing very little ex- 
panding outside Los Angeles 
County,’” he said, 

Members of the Fun-After- 
Fifty Club and Funero, a senior 
citizens club in Ontario, have 
begun a letter writing campaign 
urging the California legisla- 
ture to divert public transpor- 
tation funds to the two cities, 

Assemblyman John Quimby (R- 
72) said in a telephone inter- 
view that Assembly Bill 544 was 
passed by the Assembly on June 
3, and is presently in the Senate 
Revenue and Taxation Commit- 
tee, 

Quimby said the bill was first 
introduced Feb, 17 and is moving 
along at a good speed, ‘‘Anyone 
wishing to influence the Senate 
Revenue and Taxation Commit- 
tee should write at once to Sena- 
tor Walter Stiern, chairman, (D- 
Bakersfield), State Capitol, Sac-

County taxes up—but could be higher 


Property owners will pay more 
taxes in San Bernardino County 
this year but increase issmaller 
than that facing residents of 
neighboring counties, 

As property tax rate increases 
of as much as 59 cents per $100 
of assessed valuation were being 
approved by counties throughout 
Southern California, the Sdn 
Bernardino County Board of Su- 
pervisors has adopted a tax rate 
Of $3,0072 representing an in- 
crease of only 13 cents. 

“*The increase of 13 cents will 
mean that the owner of a $20,000 
home, assessed at $5,000 will pay 
about $6.50 more in county taxes 
than he would have at the old rate. 

The Supervisors were origin- 
ally confronted with departmen- 
tal requests totaling nearly $185 
million that would have necces- 
sSitated an increase of at least 
30 cents, However, after weeks 
of cutting, the Board adopted a 
total budget of $173,029,510 late 
in July. 

In moving adoption of the new 
tax rate, Second District Super- 
visor Daniel D, Mikesell said 
“I would like to re-emphasize 
once more that we are merely 
funding a budget that we very, 
very carefully went over in all 
thoroughness and blacked out 
everything we possibly could and 
still bring about the needed ser- 


vices for the people of this 
County.” 
The Board of Supervisors 


adopted the tax rate by a 4-1 
vote with Fifth District Super- 
visor Nancy E, Smith dissenting. 

An increase of 59 cents was 
adopted in Santa Barbara County 
raising the tax rate to $3,60. 
Los Angeles County’s rate 
climbed to $4.43 after an increase 
of 34 cents, 

Property owners in Orange 
County will see an increase esti- 
mated at 33 cents, San Diego 
County will be up 20 cents and 
Ventura County 17 cents. 

In addition to adopting the 
county-wide tax rate and the 
rates for Board-governed special 
districts, the Supervisors also 
ratified property rax rates set 


by 14 incorporated cities, ap- 
proximately 70 self-governed 
special districts, and more than 
35 school districts over which 
the Board has no control. 


Mikesell pointed out that the 
Supervisors do not adopt the bud- 
gets or tax rates for these agen- 
cies and are not responsible for 
many of the items which appear 
on the tax bill, 


Also included in the action 
taken by the Board was an equal- 
ization aid amounting to more 
than 12 cents on a county-wide 
basis in addition to the regular 
county tax rate, 


Supervisor Smith noted that 
this taxation is the result of de- 
termination by the State Board 
of Equalization that San Bern- 
ardino County, like nearly all 
other counties, has assessed its 


property below the 25 percent 
of market value required by the 
legislature, 


In commenting on the $3,0072 
county tax rate, Mikesell said 
the 13-cent increase could have 
been avoided by anticipating more 
revenue from other sources, 


The Second District Supervisor 
was quick to point out, however, 
that this is an unsound budget- 
ary practice and that counties 
using this method to avoid tax 
rate increase run a high risk of 
having no money before the end 
of the fiscal year, 


County Administrative Officer 
Robert A, Covington reported 
that the budget is based on prac~ 
tical revenue estimates and that, 
barring unforeseen problems, no 
financial difficulties should be 
encountered during the 1971-72 
fiscal year, 


Police report upsurge in thefts 





Public ‘taking’ to 


The public is taking to bicycles 
in more ways than one, according 
to a recent report by the Upland 
Police Department, 


The present upsurge of popu- 
larity in bicycling chat has ine 
creased to the point where some 
stores have back ordered bicy- 
cles for up to eight months has 
also created an upsurge in bi- 
cycle thefts, 


The Upland Police are deluged 
with reports of bicycle thefts, 
More than 200 bikes, represent- 
ing a property loss of some 
$9,000 have been reported to the 
police during the first half of 
this year, 

Recovery has been difficult 
due to the fact that a majority 
of the thefts are no longer com- 


mitted by local youths who are 
interested only in their tempor- 
ary use, a police department 
spokesman said, 

The police spokesman said that 
while the department recovered 
more than $1,000 in late model 
ten-speed bicycles last week due 
to a “‘special enforcement tac- 


tic,”” there are still many stolen 
bicycles that are never re- 
covered, 


He said several programs have 
been instituted to cope with the 
bicycle theft problem, Bicycle 
owners are being encouraged to 
license their bikes with the Po- 
lice Department, Each year a 
number of bicycles must be auc- 
tioned, which otherwise could 
have been returned to their own- 
ers had they been licensed, 


The Administrative Officer 
Said it was too early to predict 
the effect of the current price 
freeze, but added that whatever 
savings are os will regult 
in a larger balance at the end 
of the fiscal year and be bene- 
ficial in formulating next year’s 
budget, 


Covington also noted that the 
current budget is the product of 
more extensive study by the Ad- 
ministrative Office than has been 
possible in previous years, 


“This year’s budget process 
was a more thorough review and 
analysis than any in the history 
of the county,’” Covington told the 
Board of Supervisors, “‘Because 
of that I think you have a better 
budget, Otherwise you could very 
well have had other tax rate ine 
creases,”
